I power. One nation recently advo- 
! cated as great an increase as pos¬ 
sible in the birth of illegitimate 
children to be cared for by the 
state as a measure of national se¬ 
curity. One shudders to mention 
i such unspeakable wickedness, but 
even so we have only touched the 
surface. 

Is it true that man is but a beast? 
Is there no spirit in man capable 
, of fellowship with God? Has the 
moral law of God been abrogated? 
The story of Esau and Jacob is most 
j pointed and instructive in its an- 
! swer to such questions. Two New 
| Testament quotations have been 
I chosen to express the truth of an 
l Old Testament lesson; namely, 
Galatians 5:17, and 6:7. 

I. “The Flesh Lusteth Against the 
Spirit” (Gen. 25:27-34). 

Esau is a type of the man of 
the flesh. He was “a cunning hunt¬ 
er, a man of the field.” Evidently 
he was an athletic, outdoor man of 
attractive personality, of free and 
easy-going spirit. He was a hail- 
fellow-well-met. Had he lived in our 
day he would have been featured in 
the rotogravure, would probably 
have been in the movies, would pos¬ 
sibly have been a great athlete, and 
the good-looking boy who set hearts 
a-flutter at the country club dance. 

He came from the hunt, and he 
had found nothing. He was hungry. 
What a type this is of the folly of 
seeking satisfaction in the world. It 
never satisfies. For all its glitter 
and glamour, it is empty and shal¬ 
low. He had a birthright—a val¬ 
uable possession in any case, but 
doubly so as a son of Abraham. But 
he was hungry, he would simply 
die if he did not eat. His brother 
Jacob, inspired by his scheming 
mother who was noi willing to abide 
God’s time for the fulfillment of his 
promise, had the savory pottage 
ready to tempt him and he sold 
his birthright for a “gulp of that red 
stuff,” for so might v. 30 be trans¬ 
lated. 

One is reminded of a clergyman 
who attended the Keswick Confer¬ 
ence in England. He sent a request 
for prayer to the platform and 
asked this question: “I have a habit 
which is dishonoring to Christ. If 
I give it up I will die. What shall 

I I do?” The wise and complete an¬ 
swer was one word—“Die.” Rather 
should we lose our body and its de 
sires than to lose our soul. 

II. “Whatsoever a Man Soweth 
That Shall He Also Reap” (Gen. 

| 27:41-45). 

Jacob and his mother found that 
one lie called for another, and ul¬ 
timately their deceit led (as deceit 
always does) to the place of reck¬ 
oning. The law of sowing and reap¬ 
ing is inexorable. Jacob fled from 
his angry brother. Rebekah thought 
it would be for “a few days” (v. 44), 
but it proved to be twenty years] 
and she never saw her favorite son 
again. 

Let us make no mistake about it. 
Our sins will always find us out. 
Even God’s people must learn to 
walk uprightly before Him if they 
are to walk in peace.

PREVENTING PAINT FROM 
PEELING 

A FRIEND recently wrote me of 
trouble with peeling paint: 

“On the east wall of my house 
there is a small window of a bath¬ 
room with a flat frame four inches 
wide. The surface is practically 
flush with the stucco. Within two 
years after that frame was painted 
for the first time, the paint began to 
peel, and it has continued to peel

ture is drawn out through the sur¬ 
face and breaks the paint away 
from the wood. With this in mind, 
my friend’s problem is to find out 
how moisture gets into the wood. 
Until he does so, paint on that 
frame will continue to peel. 

One possibility is that moisture 
enters the wood from inside. Be¬ 
ing a bathroom window, steam and 
moisture in the room air may eas¬ 
ily be responsible. In that case 
much or all of the trouble can be 
averted by giving all of the in¬ 
side parts of the window two coats 
of high quality spar varnish, or one 
coat of aluminum paint followed by 
spar varnish or enamel. 

As the window is on an east wall, 
it is exposed to the drive of easterly 
storms. A heavy wind forces wa¬ 
ter into any cracks there may be, 
no matter how fine. Quite possibly 
the window frame does not make an 
absolutely tight joint with the stuc¬ 
co. Again, a window on the floor 
above may be responsible, or a 
crack in the upper part of the wall. 
Water entering a wall runs down 


inside until it strikes a crosspiece 
of the frame; there it collects, and 
soaks into the back of the outer sur¬ 
face of the wall. I have known wa¬ 
ter that entered a wall around a 
second story window frame to show 
itself through the blistering and 
peeling of paint as much as twelve 
feet to one side. For this, of course, 
the diagonal timbers of the frame 
were responsible. 

Paint also peels on sappy and 
resinous wood, although this is so 
well known that wood of that kind 
should have special treatment be¬ 
fore being painted. But as moisture

Trying to Solve Explosion 
of the Hindenburg 
CEVERAL investigations into the

If we only really knew what we 
could need in the event of a war 
forced upon us—an invasion!

Senator William H. King of Utah, 
Democrat, not only disagrees with 
Hopkins as to the amount needed 
for relief, but isn’t satisfied with the 
way the administrator has been 
conducting the work. He introduced 
resolutions in the senate calling for 
an investigation of the works prog¬ 
ress administration and taking the 
future spending of relief money out 
of Hopkins’ hands. King said his 
purpose was to abolish the WPA. 

In the house economy received a 
wallop on the head when the re¬ 
forestation bill was passed, 171 to 
153. This measure would appropri¬ 
ate $2,500,000 annually for govern¬ 
ment aid to farmers who wish to 
turn part of their farms into wood¬ 
lands. It was fought by a bloc led 
by Representative J. J. Cochran of 
Missouri, Democrat. “It has a worth 
while objective, but it is one of 
those expensive measures which we 
can defer passing for a while until 
the budget is in balance,” declared 
Cochran.

The I 
big parade which King Victor Em- [ 
manuel and the Duce reviewed was 
given vivid color by the detach- j 
meats of native troops from Erit¬ 
rea, Somaliland, Libya and Ethi¬ 
opia, on Arab horses, on camels 
and afoot. With them were the 1 
mechanized forces of the regular 
Italian army. 

Gibes in the London press at the 
Italian troops who were defeated in 
several engagements in Spain so 
vexed Mussolini that he barred 
from Italy all but three of the Lon¬ 
don newspapers and ordered all 
Italian correspondents in London to 
return home at once. 


Special Foreign Rights 
in Egypt Are Ended 

E GYPT took another step toward 
complete independence when a 
convention was officially signed at 
Montreaux, Switzerland, terminat¬ 
ing foreign “capitulations” or spe¬ 
cial foreign rights in the land of the 
Nile. Special courts for trying for¬ 
eigners in Egypt will be gradually 
abolished during a twelve year tran¬ 
sition period. Freedom for Amer¬ 
ican scientists to carry on their 
work in Egyp., including excava¬ 
tions at Luxor and Sakara, is guar¬ 
anteed, and all American educa¬ 
tional, medical and charitable insti¬ 
tutions will be permitted to continue 
their activities. 

All foreign voice in the making of 
law in Egypt will end on October 
15, 1937, and foreigners thenceforth 
will be subject to Egyptian laws and 
taxes. 

Italian Aviator Sets 
New Altitude Record 

NE of Italy’s fine aviators, Col. 
Mariox Pezzi, set a new altitude 
record for airplanes by flying to a 
height of 15,655 meters, or 51,361 
feet. The former record of 15,223 
meters was held by R. F. D. Swain 
of England. 

Colonel Pezzi, who commands the 
military altitude school at Monte 
Carlo, used a Caproni biplane pow¬ 
ered with a 14-cylinder, 700-horse¬ 
power Piaggio engine. He reported 
encountering a temperature of 65.2 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit.

The World war turned things 
around. Instead of our sending pay¬ 
ments to Europe we loaned so much 
money that by 1923 the net receipts 
from debts and interest from 
abroad was $500,000,000 a year, 
whereas before the war, we were 
paying $200,000,000 a year to Eu¬ 
rope. In the maintenance of an in¬ 
ternational trade balance it was no 
longer necessary for this country to 
maintain a balance of exports over 
imports; on the contrary an excess 
of foreign goods was desirable so 
those folks would be able to pay the 
debt they owed us, but this did not 
prevail. We made it tough for for¬ 
eigners to deal with us by a series 
of increased tariffs, and we are not 
yet importing sufficient goods to 
permit them to buy our agricultural 
stuff in the volume they should. 

Short-sighted Americans roar their 
protests when any sizable quan¬ 
tity of foreign goods appears on 
our shores—but if we are to sell 
American goods we must buy for¬ 
eign goods. 

We are making some headway 
with the reciprocal trade agree¬ 
ments, which present a new tech¬ 
nique in tariff making. For in¬ 
stance, they let down the tariff bars 
on limited quantities of certain 
products, which means that a for¬ 
eign country is permitted to send 
only a specified quantity of goods 
over here at low tariffs; after that, 
up go the bars. The result is only 
sufficient imports to supply the 
needs of our market without swamp¬ 
ing us with competitive goods. 

• * • 

Oddly enough many business men 
of this country have about decided 
they are through worshiping the 
high tariff of the old McKinley era 
and, believe it or not, you actually 
find big business men coming here 
from time to time and admitting 
reluctantly that the New Deal give- 
and-take policy of reciprocal trade 
agreements is the only way for the 
world to get along. That was the 
prevailing tone of the recent gather¬ 
ing of America’s business leaders 
as represented by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce—in fact, 
business now accepts the recipro¬ 
cal trade policy as a permanent 
thing. One of the strongest indica¬ 
tions that business is going to ac¬ 
cept this new type of tariff bargain¬ 
ing in which politics plays a minor 
role and international pressure 
groups an important role, is the at¬ 
titude of Wilson Compton, repre¬ 
senting the National Lumber Manu¬ 
facturers’ association — an outfit 
which has growled and grumbled 
about the way Canadian lumber 
was flooding this country to the ru¬ 
ination of all American wood saw¬ 
yers. Here’s an industry which felt 
it had been robbed of its very shirt 
by the trade agreements with Can¬ 
ada. Lumber, which is a tremen¬ 
dous American item, apparently is 
not having everything its own way 
in the international markets, yet 
this lumber chief I mentioned says: 
“Regardless of all that lumber has 
suffered, the principle of give and 
take treaties is OK and if the gov¬ 
ernment will do its part to make all 
the agreements equitable it is much 
better than the old fashioned tariffs 
made for and by the politicians.” 

• • * 

The economy drive doesn’t seem 
to strike very deeply when it comes 
to the army and navy. We have 
just passed the largest naval ap¬ 
propriation bill in all peace time 
history, about a billion dollars, most 
of which is to be spent in 12 months 
beginning July first of this year. We 
also appropriated nearly a half bil¬ 
lion for our really small army of 
about 160,000 men (including a lot of

tion: we determine not to sell more 
powder, shot, shell, gas and other 
merchandise to warring nations; we 
keep our citizens off belligerents’ 
ships, and we don’t lend money for 
war purposes. We tell belligerent 


nations: "If you want the goods that 
we can sell you come and get ’em. 
We will not ship them in our ves¬ 
sels.” 

Of course this provision makes 
American products available only 
to nations which can come here and 
get them—the nations with the na¬ 
vies. This is said to be a practi¬ 
cal guarantee that England and 
France will be able to get our goods 
in war time if they need it—and they 
undoubtedly will. 

• • • 

In contrast to wars and forces of 
destruction let us put down on the 
credit side of the ledger the work 
of the CCC camps, whose peaceful 
army of young Americans has done 
so much toward building up mo¬ 
rale, as well as actual physical re¬ 
sources. This Civilian Conservation 
corps is now a permanent govern¬ 
ment institution and will remain so 
as long as the government wants it 
so; and the way congress looks at 
the CCC boys they will be a part 
of the American scene for a long, 
long time. Nearly 2,000,000 men 
including 128,000 World war veter¬ 
ans, have gone through the 2,084 
camps in the past four years and 
have done a marvelous work in 
conservation, road building, refor¬ 
estation and forest fire fighting. The 
boys have planted more than a bil¬ 
lion trees, built 87,000 miles of truck 
trails in the national parks and for¬ 
ests, spent 3,800,000 man-days fight¬ 
ing forest blazes, built 3,300,000 ero¬ 
sion check dams; but to my way of 
thinking its chief achievement is 
the way in which it rescued tens 
of thousands of youths from idle¬ 
ness, viciousness, gloom and de¬ 
spond at a time when American 
boys were ready prey for commu¬ 
nism and other destructive propa¬ 
ganda. The work in these camps 
has given them courage and self- 
reliance. 

These young men, who constitute 
a good cross section of average 
American life, have picked up hab¬ 
its of work and also special skills 
which have enabled many of them 
to step out of camp into jobs in use¬ 
ful private employment. President 
Roosevelt has a hobby in ti* ain- 
ing of young men for public lc* vice. 
He has seen to it that boys in the 
camps have an opportunity to get 
into government jobs through the 
civil service. 

Congress hates to see a reduc¬ 
tion in the number of these camps 
because each camp means business 
and prestige within its county. Con¬ 
gressmen like these government es¬ 
tablishments in their districts; an 
average camp will spend approxi¬ 
mately $350,000 a year in its neigh¬ 
borhood. The President has tried 
to cut the camps down a little, but 
congress will have no cuts for the 
CCC.

Thirteen years ago the late Sen¬ 
ator Thomas Walsh of Montana was 
put in charge of an investigation 
into the Teapot Dome scandals—an 
affair which rocked the nation and 
sent a secretary of the interior to 
the penitentiary. At the time of the 
investigation there were loud cries 
that here was just one more thing 
which would spend the people’s 
money and get nowhere. As for 
that, just a few days ago the execu¬ 
tors of the estate of the late oil 
kin&, Edward Doheny, paid over to 
the United States $3,000,000 as a 
dividend on the huge sum that the 
government finally obtained from 
Doheny as the result of Walsh’s 
probing into that Teapot Dome af¬ 
fair—wherein the public domain 
was turned over to private oil con¬ 
cerns for their private profit. 

Prior to this $3,000,000 payment 
the government had already recap¬ 
tured from the Doheny interests 
$5,500,000 as a result of the Walsh 
activities. This makes $8,500,000 
paid back to the government after 
the deal in which the secretary of 
the interior had received $100,000 
in “a little black bag.” It is, I trust, 
the final chapter of a sad story— 
but the amount recovered is mort 
than the cost of all the congression¬ 
al investigations conducted since 
the foundation of this government.
